This utterance.was the elimax of the 
Democratic candidate's day of cam- 
paigning across Kentucky to this city. 
In nearly all of his eight addresses he 
said of the League, ‘‘ Iam for going in.’’

out. within a few days in each case. 

‘The $328,000 deposited was reduced to 
‘0 per cent. by immediate withdrawals, 
records of the Metropolitan Trust Com- 
pany. showed... Assistant District At- 
torney. Pecora’s questioning jndigated 
that he expected to show that the profits 
@n the transactions were divided. 

“The witnesses yesterday were George 
©, Van Tuyl, former. State Superin- 
tendent of Banks, undér ‘Governor Dix, 
and a close personal friend of Judson; 
_John Horner, Jr.,.@ partner in the bond 
firm of William A. Read & Co.; Colonel 
Thomas Fairservis of George B. Gibbons 
&.Co., and two bank officials, who testi- 
fied’ about Judson’s accounts at the time 
-ot the transaction.

Besides the evidence of the immediate 
withdrawal of the profits deposited, 
their testimony. brought out these 
points: 

Judson had a tetter from Deputy Com 

. troller James A. Wendell Adentifying 
Judson as the agent of the State Con- 
troller’s office and giving him carte 
‘Blanche in the purchase of bonds. 

Other bond brokers, dealing with Con- 
troller Travis direct, made profits of 10, 
18, and’ 20 points on sales to the 
State at prices which, according to cir- 
culars mailed to customers, were higher 
than those paid hy the)public. 

Controller Travis was regarded by one 
@ealer as ‘‘a shrewd bondbuyer’’ and 
bonds. were priced-to him btgher than 
the regular prices with the idea, that he 

would haggle until they were reduced. 

‘Mr. Van Tuyl showed a poor memory 
with respect to certain transactions in 
which Judson figured. Aasistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Pecora’s-questions were 
met time after time with the reply “I 
can’t recollect.” - At one point Mr. Van 
Tuyl said: “I have to strain my 
memory to the best of my ability.” 

Mr. Van Tuyl declined to express an 

opinion on the amount which Judson’s 
Brofits totaled.. He was asked about 





‘}elared that Judson’s part.in —— 


actions left no particular impregsion on 
his mind, but he recalled that Judson 
had said he\was buying bonds on order 
although he did not name his client. He 
considered. Judson “ a ‘very expert spe- 


‘clalist in ‘city and State bonds.” 


Record of Withdrawals Shown. 


Mr. Van Tuyl identified a record of| ° 


Judson’s account, showing the with- 
drawal of money deposited there, in 
every case within a week. This showed 
that on Oct. 3, 1917, Judson deposited 
$36,869, profits from sales. to the Con- 
troller, .which. was reduced within. a 
week to $2,100; on. June 10; 1918,-he 
deposited $77,462 profits, which he re- 
duced to $14,200; on June 19, 1918, he 


deposited $58,426, which he reduced| 


within four days to $4,561; on June 1¢, 
1919, he deposited . $77,187, which he 


reduced within a week to’ $5,386, and. on. 


December 17, 1919, he’ deposited $78,- 
239, which within a week had dwindled 
to $3,875. 

Previous to Mr. Van Tuyl’s testimony 
Arthur W. McKay, assistant cashier ‘of 
the Mechanics and Metals National 
Bank, testified that Judson’s account 
there, through which hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars had passed, had been 
reduced to $33. Bertram Cruger, of 
the: Metropolitan Trust Company, testi- 
fied that Judson has now a balance 
of $2.45. 

Colonel Thomas Fairservis, who signed 
a waiver of immunity before his appear- 
ance, testified to various sales made to 
Controller ‘Travis. He told of the sale 
of bonds of the par value of $166,000 
of the village of Long Beach, which 
were sold to the Controller in January 
of this year. 
Were bought by Gibbons & Co. 
direct from the village. The successful 
bid, as he recalled it, was 100.19, and 
hé explained that Gibbons & Co. had 
subsequently , bought out the inter- 
ests of othér members of a syndicate

‘* The Irish peace conference seeks to 
act as intermediary or peacemaker be- 
tween the Government and the people of 
Ireland, and to secure peace upon terms 
involving no sacrifice of essential in- 
terests and no loss of prestige to either. 
If the Prime Minister’s public declara- 
tions of his Irish policy should be trans- 
lated into concrete propositions and 
firmly offered for acceptance, a settle- 
ment is practicable and probable. 

** Leaving aside minor variations, the 
substance of the Prime Minister’s decla- 
rations has been that Ireland can have 
anything it wants so long as provision 
is made for mutual defence, and that 
there be no secession and ne coercion of 
Ulster. Upon this basis the Irish peace 
movement was founded, and upon the 
same basis it still rests. Its standing 
committee has satisfied itself as to the 
possibilities and probability of Ireland 
accepting such a scheme, but on the
